Albany Bicyclists 
Must Obtain License 
Effective January 1 


In accordance with an ordinance 
passed by the city council Monday 
night the sale of bicycle licenses will 
become effective January 1, 1947. 
Every person owning a bicycle will 
he required to obtain a license at a 
cost of fifty cents. Bicycle dealers 
must also obtain a license and no 
bicycle may be sold unless it is prop- 
erly registered according to the or- 
dinance. 

The new regulation provides for 
inspection of bicycles at the time 
they are registered, proof of owner- 
ship, notification of sale by dealers 
and other safeguards to restrict the 
theft and loss of bicycles.

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Dependents of veterans may col- 
lect $150 from the Veterans Admin- 
istration for the burial or crema- 
tion of ex-servicemen whose dis- 
charges were other than dishonor- 
able or who were retired from 
service for disabilities incurred in 
line of duty. 

The clkim for $150 allowance 
must be made within two years 
after burial or cremation, 

A veteran who dies within the 
United Statés while receiving VA 
hospital care may be transported 
at government expense to any 
place of burial or interment, se- 
lected by next of kin, within the 
United States. The veteran’s de- 


pendents will also he entitled to, 


the $150 burial allowar.ce. 

A headstone or marker for the 
grave of any honorably discharged 
veteran will be furn’shed by the 
War Department upon application 
at any Army post or cemietery of- 
fice. 

Any veteran whose last period of 
service was honorable is entitled to 
burial in a National cemetery. 

If a veteran dies while 
care of the Veterans Administra- 
tion, he may be buried in a VA 
hospital cemetery. 

American flags are also given by 
the government, upon application, 
to the nearest relative of honorably 
discharged deceased veterans, 

Question: Can I get a GI loan 
to pay off ovérdue taxes on my 
property? 

Answer; Yes, That type of loan 
can be guaranteed by VA under 
the GI bill.

Q. Are there any GI benefits to 
which women veterans are not en- 
titled? ‘ 

A. No. Women veterans have the 
same privileges as male veterans. 
They must also meet the same re- 
quirements to be entitled to GI 
benefits. 

©. I have been turned down by 
a lending institution for a guaran- 
teed GI 164m to buy a business. 
Does this mean that I can’t get a 
guaranteed Gl loan to go into busi- 
ness? 

A. No. If one lender turns you 
down, try another. The fact that 
one lender is not interested 
not indicate that your proposition 
is not sound.
